The complaint of the Armenians, as 


stated by H. Vartanian, pawnbroker 
and preacher of the GoHpel, and Masrap 
Sinanian, is as follows: Though the 
Armenians did much to make the Con- 
gregational church in this city prosper- 
ous, the house of worship having been 
built with their aid, they assert that 
ever since Rev. J. H. Collins assumed 
the pastorate they have boon slighted 
and even insulted. 


They were always directed by the 


ushers to sit in certain pews to the left, 
where u number of Chinese worshipped 
in pigeon English. In addition to this 
all the Bibles and hymn books wore 
monopolized by the Christiana on'the 
other side of the aisle, and tho Armen- 
ians were continually kept guessing 
what verses they wore singing. Tho 
Armenians rebelled against this treat- 
ment, held an indignation meeting and 
resolved to sit wherever it pleased them. 
An attempt to carry out thia decision, 
says Vartanian, brought a rebuke from 
Pastor Collins, who asked that the mem- 
bers of the church follow tho directions 
of the ushers.

Nothing dismayed, the Armenians de- 


termLcd lo make another attempt to 
ignore the ushers. A week ago last 
Sunday Masrap Sinanian entered the 
ihurch as tho first hymn was being un- 
_iounccd, and tras ehown to a seat on 
the Armenian side of the house. Brush- 
ing past the incondite ushers be took u 
front seat. Pustpr Collins approached 
Sinanian, according to tho hitter's state- 
ment, and told him ho must obey the 
ushers. On each-side of Sinanian was 


usher, and the pastor had put his 


hand on Simuiian's shoulder. Sinuniun 
did not budge and it seemed us if he 
waa about to have an unpleassnt experi- 
ence with tho church militant, when 
Captain Coleon came up. At u word 
from him Sinanian marched out of tho 
church, being escorted to the door by 
the ushers. 


This in the cause of all the trouble 


and it is likely that many, if not all, of 
tho Armenians will withdraw from tho 
church, llev. J. H. Collina was asked 
for n statement last evening concerning 
the dilliculty and the allegations made 
in connection therewith by the evening 
paper, lie said:

Concerning tho Armenian ques- 
tion 1 have nothing to say, that being 
the province of tho church oflicials, who 
will do what they deem proper in the 
matter."
